MERCIER PROMINENT 
FIGURE OF WORLD WAR 
(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS) 
BRUSSELS, Jan. 3.—Desire 
Mercier, Cardinal ‘Malines, 
Prince of the Church and “Apostle 
of Peace.” who died today, was 
one of the most strik res 
brought prominently before the 
world by the most ruthless war of 

all times. 

Little known outside of Vatican 
circles or beyond the borders of 
Beigium prior to 1914, this modest, 
unassuming prelate was as damous 
before the world on Armistice Day 
as were the royal heads of bellig- 


ee 


erent states or the ill us gen- 
erals who led the Allied armies to 
victory. 


The role played by Cardinal 
Mercier was one of the outstand- 
ing features of the World War. 
Although halled as the “Apostle 
of Peace” throughout the civilized 
world, he demonstrated early in 
the great struggie that he also was 
a fighter of the first magnitude 
when convinced that his cause was 
imbued with righteousness. 

He was in Rome when news ar- 
rived that Belgium—his native 
land—had been stricken to earth 
by the mighty German advance. 
Cutting short the formalities which 
usually attend the departure of a 
high church dignitary from the 
Vatican, he hastened back to 
Brussels, waved aside preliminaries 
and precedent; exhorted his people 
co resist the invasion with all the 
strength and determination at their 
command; denounced the Germans 
from pulpit and palace, and from 


then on continded as one of thejrrontier deni the activities 


most formidable and dangerous 
thorns in the side of enemy mill- 
tary authorities who were endeav- 
ering to shave the destinies of 
conquered Mélgium to the best ad- 
vantage of victorious Berlin. 

On countless occasions his 
courageous attitude in defying the 
invaders evoked admiration 
throughout the world. His devo- 
tien to the subjected populace 
throughout the five most frightful 
ars in Belgian history never 
faltered for the briefest moment, 
even under pressure of threats and 
eoercion bespeaking violence and

death to himself. Baron Von Bis- 
sing, the German Governor-Gen- 
eral of Belgium, who ruled over 
the little Kingdom with an iron 
hand encased in a matied fist. was 
forced in thé end to acknowledge 
that his master had been met in 
this mild-mannered disciple of a 
cause which made up in glory and 
devotion what the fortunes of war 
had desreed it should lack in the 
power of cannon and sword. 


DEFIED GERMAN INVADERS 


The Pastoral Letter of 
December, 1914, prepared by 
Cardinal Mercier and read in 


every Catholic church in Belgium. 
has been called one of the most 
damning indictments of the Ger- 
man invasion ever written. The 
letter went forth to printer and 
lest despite every precaution the 
rman authorities could take to 
suppress it. Spies by the score 
watched day and night over the 
prelate and his staff, for the in- 
vaders were aware that a letter 
containing condemnations of the 
most violent nature was to be read 
from every Catholic church in the 
land on New Tears Day, 1915. 
They were determined to forestall 
it at all costs, but the letter was 
read despite their efforts and the 
wrath of the powerful Von Bis- 
sing was heaped upon Cardinal! 
Mercier for his defiance. 
Under orders from the general's 
office, he was kept a prisoner in 


Bissing was bringing pressure to 
force submission. A mere verb- 
al admission that the prelate had 
no intention of exciting or alarm- 
ing the population by the pastoral 
letter would have aatisfied the 
Governor-General, it was said, but 
no such admission ever was se- 
oured from Cardinal Mercter. 

Another pastoral! letter, sent out 
at the beginning of Lent in 1916, 
again brought persecution from 
Von Bissing. 

“The conviction of our final 
victory i more deeply anchored 
in my soul ever,’ the letter 
said in part. We will win. do not 
ever doubt it, but we have not 
reached the end of our sufferings.

aon The speech, nm part, fol- 
we: 


“Critics of American courts and 
the lax administration of justice in 
America should make note of the 
fact that the’ constitutional guar- 
antees of which the revolutionary 
fathers saw fit to place in our Ped- 
eral and State constitutions were 
the result of a system of tyranny 
practiced by English colonial 
courts in Judge 
Clarke. 

It le not a aim matter to per- 
suade the Am mn people that 
they should strike down all of the 
constitutional guarantees eur- 
rounding a defendant charged with 
crime, just because there has been 
some laxity im the administration 
of criminal justice in America. 

“It must be conceded that since 
the reform procedure has been 
adopted in Great Britain that jus- 
tice ts the more speedily admini 
tered; Dut this is in a t meas- 
ure due to the fact of the cen- 
tralization courte under the Jud! 
cature Act, assembling practically 
all of the law courts of England in 
London. 

“And also in a great measure 
due to the fact that Great Britain 
has not experienced the problems 
arising from the immigration of 
peoples from all quarters of the

There are 1800 midshipmen and 
it is estimated that railroad fare 
and Pullman berths for them al 
will cost about $80,000. Lodging 
in Chicago and meals during the 
Whole trip will cost about 130 000 
more. There is a somewhat 
smaller number of etudents at 
West Point but the trip is some- 
what longer. Putting the total 
expense at $90.000, the grand total 
for both student bodies will be 
around $200,000. 

With the admission charge at $3. 
which has been the rule, the ath- 
letic associations of the two serv- 
ices will receive more money than 
from any other service game, be- 
ing the receipts from the sale of 
40,000 tickets each. The largeat 
number of seats sold by each serv- 
ice previously was between 33.000 
and 34,000, at Baltimore in 1924. 

Fach association will receive 
40,000 tickets, 10,000 of which wil! 
be rebought by the officials of the 
Chicago field, leaving 30,000 to 
be distributed by each associa- 
tion, though they will derive the 
revenue from 40,000. 

Under the circumstances the 
midshipmen are very much pleased 
over the selection, though officers 
on the eastern coast, who are 
in the ma ſority, express regret 
that they will in most instances 
not be able to witness the game 
on account of the expense at- 
tached.

Though Twenty Stations 
Quit, Report Reveals No 
Interference Decrease 


Despite the fact that there are 
about twenty less stations on the 
air than at the close of the Fourth 
National Radio Conference, inter- 
ference is almost as bad, accord- 
Ing to reports reaching Secretary 
Hoover. Thig is probably due to 
the fact that most of the stations 
deleted from the list were small! 
or inactive stations with low power 
and short ranges. Practically 
none of the larger or high-powered 
stations has shut down in the past 
few months, with the result that 
interference between stations is 
about the same as it has been. 

The situation can only be reme- 
died. it ig Mr. Hoover's belief. 
when legislation is passed author- 
izing the Department of Commerce 
to eliminate some of the stations 
now on the air or to refuse to n- 
cense new stations for which there 
is no public necessity. 

The radio inspectors of the de- 
partment have to concern them- 
selves with radio interference only. 
ae neither the 1913 laws nor the 
proposed bill for radio regulation 
provides for investigating or test 
ing any other form of interference.

ry. 

According to recent advices from 
the Bureau of the Internationa! 
Telegraph Union at Berne, Argen- 
tina. Union of Bouth Africa. Aus- 
tralia, Belgium, Canada, Denmark. 
Great Britain. Hungary. Ireland, 
Japan. Norway, New Zealand. 
Netherlands, and Sweden. follow 
the custom of the United States in 
permitting all to listen in, most of 
these countries, however. charge 
fees for the privileges. Egypt and 
the Dutch East Indies have no 
broadcasting yet and consequently 
no regulations, while Germany. 
Italy, Switzerland and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia require reciprocity from the 
home governments of nationals 
seeking receiving licenses. 

Greece seems to be the only 
country reporting to Berne, that 
does not permit foreigners to listen 
in under anv circumstances, issu- 
frig such privileges only to Greek 
subljecta. 

Licenses to tranemit in the Unit- 
ed States are denied other than 
citizens, and this rule is followed in 
Germany, unless reciprocity is per- 
mitted. while New Zealand and 
Czrecho-Blovakia deny the right to 
transmit to foretaners except in 
very spectal instancas. 


HIGH FREIGHT RATES 
ON RADIOS REFUSED 


Increased freight rates on com- 
bination radio sets and talking ma- 
chines will not be permitted by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. 
In a recent ruling the Commission 
held that the proposed rectassifi- 
cation of rates from second class 
to first was not found justified and 
the suspended ethedule was or- 
dered cancelled on or before Feb- 
ruary 13. This ruling affects only 
car-load lots, in what ise known as 
the official classification of rail- 
roads.

Marsh. This real estate is now worth $3,875,000 and the 
downtown location which it occupies is regarded as one of 
the main factors in the success of the club because it enables 
its members to get the use of the club with a minimum loss 
of time from their business. 


But—that building is only a part of the club’s hold- 
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ings. For instance they also own ninety feet additional on 
Olive street adjoining the club with a valuation of $900,000. 
This is at present used as a parking station and is being 
held by the c!ub pending future developments. 

Then, the club recently purchased and still owns the 
entire block on Grand Avenue between Eighteenth and 
Washington and including the property now occupied by 
the Olympic Auditorium. A valuation of $1,500,000 for 
this property is regarded as rather conservative. 

Another large investment of the club is the 290 
acres near Santa Monica known as the Riviera which is 
worth easilv twice the 81.500 000 valuation which is placed 
upon it. The club is now building two eighteen-hole golf 
courses on the property under the watchful eve of George 
Thomas. Jr., and has plans for building a clubhouse to cost 
$350.000 on the property. 

The future possibilities of the Santa Monica bay re- 
gion for yachting have been investigated by the club and 
the organization has purchased a four-ninths interest in a 
mile of water frontage which includes Topanga canyon. 
This interest couldn't be purchased for a million dollars 
but is conservatively valued at that amount.

“T know one club, for instance, which in the past few 
years has spent over a quarter of a million dollars in 
changes in the club building and when I say changes that’s 
just what I mean because they were not improvements but 
were simply due to the changing whims and fancies of new 
controlling factions. 

“Our board has had very few changes since its original 
organization about twenty years ago. We have made it a 
rule to always act unanimously. These factors have given 
the club a standing in business circles which is a tribute to 
its intensity of purpose as the financial world has recog-

The present club directorate is composed of William 
May Garland, president; Frank A. Garbutt, vice-president; 
J. Dabney Day, treasurer; Charles F. Eyton, secretary;

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Secretion of urine may be avoided in 
some cases by placing the child on his back 
and using pillows to keep the knees flexed 
at about 45 degrees. The back should be 
propped up so that the body curves slightly 
forward. The early wetting may be avoided 
by putting the child in this position for 
about two hours, letting him play or read 
in bed and finally void before going to sleep. 
Exposure of a child to cold by insufficient 
bed covering favors wetting the bed. 

When the capacity of the bladder is small, 
dilation sometimes helps. The child drinks 
a quantity of water and then holds the urine 
as long as possible. Results may not be im- 
mediate. The aim of distention of the biad- 
der Is to restore its normal mechanism. In 
dome cases the administration of medicine 
may be an ald; physicians prescribe atro- 
pin to diminish the contractions of the blad- 
der and reduce its tendency to respond to 
distention. 

Treatments by electricity are recommen¢- 
ed in certain types of cases. Distention of 
the bladder with solutions of silver nitrate 
of increasing strength has been employed to 
stimulate the sensory irritability of bla d- 
der. Injections of salt solutions into the

ly against the wetting. One of the favorite 
methods is to have the child repeat several 
times before going to sleep a sentence de- 
signed to keep control in mind.. 

When training a child to overcome bed- 
wetting, it is well to take him up one or 
more times at night and allow him to empty 
the bladder. If this is done without thor- 
oughly arousing the child, it usually ac 
complishes po more than to protect the 
clothes and avoid offensive odors. “The 
child must be completely roused, but that 
is not always easy, because children sleep 
soundly. Great depth of sleep has been ac 
knowledged one of the factors in bed wet- 
ting. It ie especially difficult to awaken a 
young child by loud noise, and considerable 
stimulation of the skin may be necessary to 
bring about the desired result. Glaring 
light is helpful. 

The child should be roused at regular in- 

frequent at first and then gradually 
lengthening the periods, until the bed wet- 
ing is stopped. A child may also be made to 
empty the bladder at regular hours during 
the day. Urination may be stopped and 
started at command. These measures are 
intended to emphasise all the sensations 
accompanying urination, especially its be- 
sinning, and to develop control. 

Parents occasionally resort to physical 
punishment. That is of benefit only in rare 
ingtances. Excessive scolding, nagging, and 
shaming the child are to be avoided. Dis- 
ciplinary measures, however, are at times 
useful, especially where the lack of con- 
trol is associated with indifference as hap- 


pens frequently in older children of high 


intelligence. This indifference is not limited 
to the wetting, but manifests itself in slov- 
enly physical, as-well as mental, habits. Cor- 
rection of bad habits may show an improve- 
ment. The usual means of punishment may 
be adopted—withdrawal of privileges, cur- 
tallment of liberty. 

Punishment should never be administered 
in anger. 
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sistency is required in handling a child who 
is not able to control elimination. It may 
be advisable in certain cases to insist that 
the child wash the soiled linen himself. A 
modified spanking may be actually inflicting 
pain immediately at the time of wetting. 
A change of surroundings is often bene 
ficial. The child's room may be changed or 
he may be separated from children. with 
whom he has been accustomed to sleep. 
More frequently a complete change is nec- 
essary, such as admission to a hospital 
where visits from the family and friends 
may be forbidden. If the wetting recurs on 
the child's return home, readmittance to 
the hospital may be necessary. In the hoe 
pital, the child should have an unusual 
amount of rest and lack of excitement. In- 
deed, it is advisable at times to put him 
bed for a few days. it the child returns 
home, resumes the former activities, is ex- 
posed to the same influences as before, and 
gets overtired and fatigued, it is not sur- 
prising that the wetting should recur. 


The desired mode of life can be adopted 
without hospital treatment, but this is fre- 
cuently the simplest solution of the problem. 
A nap or rest after the midday meal, which 
should be the main meal of the day. is tre- 
quently of great help in avoiding fatigue. ~ 
The child should be entirely undressed, put 
to bed im night clothes in a dark, quiet room, 
and kept quiet for at least an hour. 

A nap of this length does not interfere 
with the night’s sleep. Regular hours 
necessary; additional lessons should 
avoided; attendance at movies and 
should be reduced to a minimum, and 
child should not be permitted to 
before an audience.

(3.) ‘The exciting cause of dementia 
praecox is a “life-wound.” This life-wound 
may be anything which gives the individual 
great mental pain and interferes with his 
ability to adjust to his ever-changing social 
environment. Any conflict which is too in- 
tense tends to react disastrously upon a 
shut-in iniividual. Such conflict may be 
loss of a fortune; loss of position; death of 
a relative upon whom the patient is leaning 
and dependent; severe disappointment in 
love: or continuous friction in marriage. 


Any of these tend to form intolerable site 


ations for human beings. These life-wounds 


make it unpleasant and painful to live in vin 


the real world of mien and society. Suicide, 
or the “hermit” type of reaction, May ensue 
from these situations. Dementia praccoxz 
may follow in a shut-in personality. 

(4.) Mental incoordination and unbalk 
ance is the next step in the breakdown. 
These life-wounds bring about a loss of 
unity and stability of the mind. Diametri- 
cally opposite states of feeling occur within 
the patient. He becomes a house divided 
against itself. A mixed feeling of love and 
hate; like and dislike; acceptance and aver-

Ad this state of health 
varies the reactions of food will also vary.

More than at any other time within the 
past quarter of a century, people are dis 
restoration and maintenance of health 
through food, exercise, sunshine, fresh air, 
and like agencies. 

Where ten years ago one was considered 
a crank, or at least a bit extraordinary, to 
even be interested in the question of food, 
now it is a dominating topic of conversa- 
tion: Books on diet and health, lectures, 
newspaper articles and amy means of m- 
forming the public on these vital subjects 
are eagerly looked forwani to. This is a 
favorable symptom auguring better health 
and less ‘liness. 

There is no doubt but that the errors of 
diet in the past Wave been responsible for 
much of aur current Ilinesses and high mor- 
tality rates. The diet of the American peo 
ple ts undergoing remarkable changes. 
Where fifteen or twenty years ago it was 
the rare exception to find whole wheat or 
any other whole-grained bread in the restau- 
rants or cafeterias, now these wholesome 
breadstuffs are often outselling the de- 
matured white bread. 

Where two decades ago the typical Amert- 
can meal consisted of the routine soup, 
meat, potatoes, white bread, coffee ap! pie, 
today we find a consumption of the health- 
giving fruits and vegetables in a proportion 
stich as Waa never before known. 

The population of the country has per 
Bape increased fifteen per cert during the 
past two decades while the consumption of 
these héalth-producing fruits and vegetables 
has ‘Increased in many instances more than 
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meate public consciousness. 

We have pot yet overcome the ancient be- 
Hef that food is concurrent and synonomous 
With strength. It is still a popular slogan 
that we should eat plenty of good nourish- 
ing food in order to maintain strength and 
vitality. Undoubtedly there is a relation- 
ship between food and stgength, but most 
assuredly that relationship ia not one of 
quantity. . 

To say that the more fuel we place in the 
body, the stronger that becomes, is 
absurd to the nth degree. If that were so, 
all that would be necessary to create a race 
of superstrong men and women would be to 
have one long 2 meal for eight or 
ten hours per day. 

It is not the quantity of food which pro- 
duces strength, but rather that proportion 
of the food which ts freely digested, which is 
converted into body energy and body tissue. 
Wiren the digestive system is clogged, 
when elimination ig poor, when the vital 
facuities sre already at a low ebb, that fs 
mot the time to consume more food; rather,

Many of the authorities discount this pro- 
portion tq_as W as one or two ounces of 
prctefin. rei redentary workers, especially, 
a low protein diet is much more advisable 
than a high one. There is to doubt but 
that as a whole, we have consumed far 
more animal protein than has been neces 
sary for our maintenance.

OW is the time when you 

tive in gardening. Every 
able throughout January and February. 
increasing warmth will start every 
plant into action, for spring, as far 
table growth is concerned, 
rush in California. 

As there is always considerable doubt 
about the rain supply, see that the soil about 
your plants is so disposed as to catch the 
needed amount of water in case x should 
fall. After each rain, and before the ground 
is too dry, hoe and if possible rake all your 
cultivated ground to retain the moisture 
as long as possible. 

Get rid of all rubbish, dead weeds, etc., so 
that when the spring crop of garden pests 
hatch they will find less shelter. It is also 
true that such a cleaning removes many 
insects in a dormant state, and along with 
them their eggs. . 

Fertilizing of lawns may be done now. 
We se'dom get weather cold enough after 
the latter part of February to check growth, 
although March is equally good for fertiliz- 
ing in this section. While natural manures 
are best for cultivated ground, we cannot ad 
vice such for lawns, the risk being too great 
unlees you now have a lawn so poor that 
nothing can harm it. Unless natural ma 
nurcs have been thoroughly wetted and 
repeatedly turned over and mixed each 
time of wetting, you cannot be sure that 
they do not contain some live seeds of 
1 weeds, Bermuda grass and the 

ke 

Roses may be pruned and manure spaded 
in at any time during February. in March 
they will begin to sprout for the spring 
crop. At this time do not prune such 
climbers as double and single Cherokee, 
the Banksias, Beauty of Glazenwood, Gold 
of Ophir, etc., as their bloom is produced 
all along the branches. The best time to 
prune these is after their spring crop, then 
they will have time during the summer to 
— long branches for bloom the next sea 
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1 where large bushes are 
desired, may be propagated at once, either 
by dividing them into single shoots, or by 
rooting the tips in sand. Cut them about 
four inches long, to a joint, press firmly in 
the sand, keep them moist but not too wet. 
When rooted they may be planted out 
where they are to bloom. May will be found 
an ideal time to propagate them, especially 
the later flowering varieties. 

For summer and fall flowers an early 
sowing of asters, Phiox Drummondi, diam- 
thus, aretotis, summer flowering stocks, 
salvias, etc. may be made in February. 
The seedsmen can give you an idea of what 
will be best for you to sow now. Tender 
annuals would be risky at present if you 
have no greenhouse or protection for them. 
Hardy Varieties can be sown at any time. 
Gladiolus for early flowers may be planted 
now if you are using rich ground. Plant 
at intervals of two or three weeks for the 
next four months, to get a succession of 
blooms. 


To Help Gardeners 

Amateur and professional gardeners and 
home owners of Southern California are 
to be aided in planting according to scien- 
tific and artistic principles by the University 
of California extension division, which start- 
ed a new course dealing with plant ma- 
terials and garden design Friday, January 
22. A class in school gardening, planned 
especially for teachers, meets Mondays at 
4:15 at the agricultural center, 945 East 
4ist street and a course in general botany 
is given Wednesdays from 7 to 9 in room 
616 of the Hill street building, South Hill 
street at eight, and at the laboratory of 
the Science Building, University of Call 
fornia, southern branch, Saturdays from 9% 
to 12. Registration for these classes is 
taken at 815 South Hill street. 


The ideal Garden 


Californian gardens should be “in bloom“ 
throughout the year. So many garden here 
as they would in the east, where the wintry 
season puts an end to all ornamental garden- 
ing for the season. Here we should keep 
up a succession or procession of floral 
beauty; it is not sufficient to have only “the 
flowers that bloom in the spring, tra-la-la.” 
Every inch of ground should be utilized, with 
the small vacant spots planted to annuals, 
and these in turn should be supplanted by 
other crops that flower later or earlier in 
the year as the case may be 
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Enclosed Gardens 

Gardens surrounded by wall or vine 
covered fence have a charm no other can 
supply. ‘Therein one may build to suit him- 
self and bave a little world all his own. 
Aside from the privacy the snugness and 
seclusion—such a garden is protected from 
the winds, animal and insect pests, and 
many other ills. With a few trees and 
shrubs it will prove a shelter and a home 
for wild birds, and pets of various kinds are 
also possible

Tropical Jungle 

What is more pleasing in effect than a 
yard which presents a perfect tropical 
jungle of palms, bananas, etc.? Too often 
we plant them in single specimens, the et- 
fect being that of lack of generosity of both 
money and garden area. Though some 
palms appear fairly well when isolated, no- 
where do they appear so perfectly at home 


as when planted in unconventional groups 


as though they had been allowed their own 
sweet will in disposition of territory. 


A Rustic Arbor 

Nearly every river bottom affords plenty 
of willows, and the foothill canyons will sup- 
ply plenty of suitable poles with which to 
make an arbor or rustic summer house. 
These may be planted, while yet green, in 
a circle, oval, square or octagon, and the 
tops pulled down and interwoven until you 
have a substantial frame work one which 
needs but the weaving in of a few smaller 
poles crosswise, before you are ready to 
plant around it some quick-growing vine; 
and in a few weeks you have a quiet, se- 
cluded spot in which to rest. Stakes may 
be driven on the inside, sawed off to the 
proper height and boards nailed thereon, 
making a neat and serviceable seat. If the 
arbor be too large, the poles strong, and the 


builder thorough in his work, room may be 


found therein to swing at least two ham- 
mocks. 


Window Gardens 


There is always a particular window that 
is the center of attraction. This one usually 
faces the south and commands a view of the 
street; it is large and clear. In addition to 
the dark-green shades there are plain white 
curtains. It contains but few plants, but 
possesses its own rare beauty and has plenty 
of green and blossoms at all seasons. The 
greatest mistake made in window gardening 
is crowding plants together, all kinds and 
sizes. Flowers of the same variety are al- 
ways more effective and satisfying than a 
small number of different kinds grown 
together. 


Do not Raze or Raise 


If your garden contains natural effects, 
add to them; do not seek to overcome them. 
Do not fill ravines or hollows of good size, or 
raze hills, for while you do this others raise 
hills to gain the effects you destroy and too 
many garden builders almost literally raise 
something besides hills when they tamper 
with nature. 

City Playgrounds 

Los Angeles has provided fairly well for 
the juveniles of many districts, but the 
acquisition of grounds for such purposes is 
not keeping pace with the growth of the 
city. We should secure at once all needed 
territory, for with advancing years real 
estate will so rise that we cannot with 
economy long defer these necessary pur- 

Unless proper playgrounds are pro- 
vided, we shall be confronted with the prob- 
lem of finding streets that may be closed to 
traffic part of each day that neighborhood 
children may use them for playgrounds. 
The City of New York tried this method of 
caring for jubilant juveniles by closing cer- 
tain streets each day between the hours of 
three and six and the results seemed to 
please all concerned. Policemen are sta- 
tioned at each street.so used in order to 
protect and assist if such action is found 
necessary. It is only necessary to choose 
such streets where traffic is light, but with 
a well-paved surface, and not used for near- 
by fire stations, hospitals, etc. In some cases 
the streets are closed by stretching ropes 
across; others are barred by wooden horses 
bearing explanatory signs and in al! cases 


placards are posted stating that such streets 
were closed to traffic during the hours men- 
tioned, for the purpose stated.

No sooner has a fine highway 
been finished wherefrom all users may drink 
in the natural and acquired beauties of the 
landscape than the hills become blotted with 
all sorts of billboards. in many such cases 
it really seems as though the billboard com- 
panies wished to deliberately insu't the 
builders. We sincerely trust that the anti. 
billboard crusade, now national in its scope. 
will not be abandoned or allowed to slumber 
until billboard’ of every description have 
been banished from every State in the Union

Making the Country Unbcautiful 

In the name of improvement, many crimes 
against our natural scenery are committed. 
All too many of our people, both in town and 
country, improve“ landscapes until all 
beauty has flown and long years cannot re- 
store, much less replace. what was sufficient 
for all of good taste. 

Hilleides already covered with fine native 
shrubs and trees are denuded to make room 
for introductions from foreign countries that 
are never so well suited to either soil or 
climate. Then, too, the same trees are 
planted solidly at all altitudes and over both 
hill and dale. Now, nature distributes her 
vegetation in zones, and certain plants reach 
certain heights and then the hillside cover- 
ing changes to something else, and so on to 
the summit. So, too, do different trees and 
shrubs grow in the canyons than are — 

on the open hills. 

tee should be aided in her efforts to 
give us a diversified topography. and for this 
reason canyon floors should be left unplanted 
with anything tall and in considerable num 
bers, and the surrounding hills should be 
freely covered. In this manner the hills 
are made to appear taller and the canyons 
deeper. Too many plant trees only in the 
canyons, because it is hard to start a tree 
or shrub growth on the hills. If so planted. 
when the trees attain the same height ax 
the hills on either side, no canyon will ap 
pear if viewed from half a mile or more 
away. Not all (or any, for that matter) 
hillsides are covered with a solid growth 
of any one tree or shrub and it is the height 
of folly to attempt to beautify slopes by such 
planting. If naturally bare, an improvement 
there certainly would be, but the results 
would never be really beautiful or harmonize 
with the landscape. Open glades and masses 
of native shrubs, not trees, would vary the 
otherwise monotonous mass and make an 
easy transition from the improvements to 
the natural scenery.

cultural extension has accomplished cred- 
itable results. In other lines of education- 
al development, farming communities tend 
to lag behind, due to lack of funds and 
want of organization. Both of these Umit- 
ing factors are bountifully provided for in 
extension work from Federal and State 
funds, and the response seems to have ful- 
ly justified the expenditure. The enthust- 
asm with which the movement has been 
sponsored and received, and the scope of 
activities carried on under a broad inter- 
pretation of its practical purposes, indicate 
the need which previously existed. These 
same tokens augur well for the permanent 
values in the movement. At the same time 
they do not guarantee the future efficiency 
of the organization now administering ag- 
ricultural extension. 


In my opinion agricultural extension as 
now projected cannot attain its highest ef- 
ficieney (nor can it retain its present et- 
ficiency in view of changing educational 
schemes) under the organization now de- 
pended upon. It seems to me, too, that ex- 
tension work is actually interfering with 
the scientific and professional function of 
the colleges of agriculture. As a possible 
solution to both of these problems, I see 
a “way out” through the agency of the jun- 
lor college and union high school. 

HIGH SCHOOL WORK 

The Smith-Hughes bill provides: (1) Crea- 
tion of a Federal board for vocational educa- 
tion; (2) National aid to the States for 
salaries of teachers in agriculture, home 
economics trades, etc.p which aid the State

of agricultural and vocational education. 
Appropriations by Congress are made to

$1,000,000 in 1921-22; $1,000,000 in 1923-

for 1919-20; $4,200,060 for 1921-22; $6,200,000

Smith-Hughes work is characterized by 


the emphasis placed upon practical projects 
carried out by the student on the farm. The 
demand for teachers has thus far exceeded 
the supply of available competent men; in- 
structors, in fact, have been inducted into 


of its possibilities. The 
results attained have been gratifying and 
encouraging, but if the real heart of the 
“farm problem” is to be reached, agricul- 
turel education must be administered by 
those, and those only, who really understand 
that problem. Just as France consists of 
“Paris and the rest of the country,” so does 
human nature consist of “the farmers’ na- 
ture and the rest of us.“ and no amount of 
college training in agricultural science, psy- 
chology, or education can create as 
mate an understanding of rural needs and 
points of view as will result from a term 
of farming experience. 

The point to be emphasized is that agri 
cultural instruction in the high schools too 
frequently falls into the hands of those 
whose interests are primarily in education 
rather than in farming, who deduce the prin- 
ciples for rural education from a 
knowledge of education rather than arriving 
at those principles from a study of the pe 
culiar aud specialized needs of the farm. 
Even the strict requirements of the Califor- 
nia State Board of Education have not elim- 
inated this element from agricultural in-

Meet Changed Conditions 


By A L. SPELLMEYVER 


N ERA of change has come. The meat- 
A packing business has changed within 
the last few years; the flow of live 
stock to market has changed; the feeding 
of cattle and time of finish have changed: 
production methods are being forced to 
change through higher taxes and greater 
operating expenses; the demands of butch- 
er, restaurant and hotel on the packer have 
changed, ‘and with the coming of the auto 
mobile and the gas stove, the needs of the 
consumer have changed. Interurban lite, 
brought abow by high city rentals and 
made possible by rapid transit have had 
their effect in bringing in backyard chicken 
and rabbit plants. The housewife in ber 
new freedom goes on a shopping tour and 
beats her husband home by about five min- 
utes, and her methods have changed; what 
she needs now is “something to fry quick.” 
To meet these changing conditions the 
producer of beef cattle must study new 
methods and take advantage of new oppor- 
tunities. The far-sighted have done so al- 
ready. In the Southwest today fencing is 
general; winter cottonseed cake feeding is 
gaining and many are cutting wild hay for- 
age in southern districts as they have done 
in the North. In the South cake and forage 
are used to better the conditions of the cat 


men are feeding cake in late summer to 
maintain the cattle and advance their con- 
dition until grass comes. 

Most of the cowmen now admit that the 
maturing and fattening qualities are trans- 
missible, and the old theory that “well-bred 
cattle can’t rustle” is pretty well explod- 
ed. Another time-worn claim that “the 
packers won't pay the price for quality” is 
disproved by the avidity with which 

Angeles packing fraternity is buy- 
ing the first lots of new baby beeves at fig- 
ures from 4 to 9 cents a pound more than 
they pay for the best top mature steers, and 
twieé or three times the prices they pay for 
common fat cattle. When the peckers have 
lagged in peylag iors for the 
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big Los Angeles hotels have stepped in and 
sent their buyers into the ring to bid on 
baby beef, for the hotels have had to send 
east for this class of meat heretofore. 


There is demand for the better quality of 
beef and at good prices, but does it pay to 
produce’? Does it pay to feed weaning 
calves for from eight months to a year and 
sell them at around 1000 pounds at an age 
of eighteen months? No lot of baby beeves 
yet has failed to show a profit when market- 
ed through the stock yards baby beef ex- 
tension service. Bought richt, fed right 
and marketed right, they show $30 and up 
returns. If the local packers did not show 
an appreciation of the quality and the high 
dressing percentage a dozen avid Middle 
West and eastern markets are constantly 
crying for this kind of live beef at high 
There is one imperative proviso:

How little 
y of its publications really contrib- 
ute to our fund of practical information, 
and how comparatively few are the farmers 
who are reached in any practical way! Two 
reasons fore this condition present them- 
selves: (1) Failure to distinguish and differ- 
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agricultural extension; (2) The fact that 
the administrative center of the extension 
service (im the agricultural college of the 


State) is too far removed from local influ- | 
ences to respond efficiently to local needs. ' 


Extension work is not professional in na- 
ture, nor necessarily scientific; it is voca- 
tional. It aims to demonstrate how scien- 
tific investigation and experiment have af- 
fected or solved problems in which the 
farmer is interested, not to bring écientific 
training to the farmer. The extension spec- 
lalist has not time to devote to strictly 
scientific study, but is rather an observer 
and a salesman of the results of scientific 
= performed in the college of agricul- 

. The farmer, on the other hand, is 
chiefly interested in methods and results. 


From the agricultural college extension 
specialists are sent out to cover the State. 
Much time and energy are lost in travel 
alone (especially in a State the size and 
shape of California,) but the greater ob 
jection to this plan is that these men are 
“subject-specialists” rather than authorities 
on local problems. Each may be thorough- 
ly conversant with his specialty, be it 
grapes, poultry, or sugar beets, but it takes 
a considerable term of residence in any com- 
munity before one can, with any authority, 
venture to provide extension service of dis 
tinctive local merit. 


The solution of these difficulties seems to 
depend upon bringing the administrative 
centers of the extension service into closer 
contact with farm communities. This is 
the function of the county farm adviser’s of- 
fice and the farm advisers are doing good 
work in that direction, but their time is 
largely claimed as booking ageuts for the 
specialists sent out from the agricultural 
college, in promoting agricultural organiza- 
tions, etc. California is too big a unit for 
extension work. The very pressure to es- 
tablish the University of California at Los 
Angeles indicated this fact in its applica- 
tion to general education. The need for 
further localization of agricultural educa- 
tioh is plainly apparent, and the necess ty 
for complete localization of the agricultural 
extension function, which deals with the so- 
lution of special local farm problems, is 
even more pressing. : 

THE JUNIOR COLLEGE 

The increasing importance of junior col- 
leges affords substantial grounds for hope 
that agricultural extension may boon be car- 
ried on through this agency, Chaffey Un on 
Junior College at Ontario has already en- 
tered upon an experiment of this kind. State 
universities everywhere are becoming over- 
populated and the demands for extension in 
all departments have made them top-heavy. 
As this condition continues to increase, 
some of the functions of the universities 
must be delegated to subsidiary organiza- 
tions such as the junior colleges. The re 
sult should be beneficial as relief to the uni- 
versities and in increasing the efficiency of 
the activities so delegated, among the first 
of which should be agricultural extension. 

The establishment of the junior college 
has resulted from: (1) Overcrowded condi- 
tions in State universities; (2) the move- 
ment to extend educational opportunities in 
college training; (3) an effort to reduce the 
time required for the completion Of collegi- 
ate work, the plan being to so dovetail high 
school and lower division college work that 
a student can attain the high education ade- 
quate to the average need without leaving 
home, and before the age when he is forced 
to enter upon industrial life, and (4) the 
increasing necessity of relieving the untver- 
sities from the burden of lower division

With « of 218 eges. & pen of 
White s owned by Moses I. Frick, 
Bell, took top honors during December at 
the Southern Calffornia Farm Bureau Fas- 
Laying Oontest, Pomona. The entry owned 
by Block's Poultry Ranch, Costa Mesa, took 
second place for the month with a total of 
210 eggs, and Fontana Farms Company, 
Fontana, stood third with a pen production 
of 1956 eggs. Fourth place was captured by 
Collins Trapnest Farm, Santa Cruz, with a 
pen production of 193 eggs, while the entry 
owned by George C. England, Inglewood, 
was fifth with a total of 191 eggs to its 
credit. The pen owned by Mr. Frick also 
leads all pens in the contest to date, the 
record for his pen for November and Decem- 
ber (the first two months of the new con- 
test year) being 408 eggs. Second place in 
the contest to date is held by Block's Poul- 
try Ranch, on a pen credited with 398 eggs, 
and the entry owned by Mr. England is 
third with a total of 392 eggs to date. The 
high individual hen for the month laid twea- 
ty-seven eggs during December, while anoth- 
er hen owned by Mr. Frick and one owned by 
Collins Trapnest Farm are tied for first hon- 
ors for the two months with fifty-one eggs 
each to their credit. 

The average production of ali birds for 
December at the contest was 3 1-2 per cent 
lower than for November. This decrease in 
production is reported to be due largely to 
the fact that 40 per cent of the birds went 
into a molt after arriving at the contest 
grounds. While the molt might have been 
partially attributed to change in environ- 
ment, undoubtedly the bad epidemic of colds 
which followed was largely responsible for 
this condition. 

Thé feed: consumption per bird for De- 
cember in the light bird division was 3.22 
pounds grain; 1.79 pounds dry mash, .36 
pounds moist mash, .43 pounds milk paste, 
30 pounds condensed buttermilk, 2.37 
pounds green feed, .18 pounds shell and 03 
pounds grit.

in first-year enrollment. Many colleges, it is 
also pointed out, had losses.

lege enrollment exceeds that of any other 
far western State. 
It has become pretty plain that enroll- 
ments in agricultural colleges after all mere- 
dy refiect the condition of the farming indus- 
try in the different States. Agriculture does 
mot attract the young men of the country 
when farmers are losing money or merely 
holding their own, and courses in agricul- 
tural colleges have no especial appeal at 
much times. By the same token, agricultural 
courses become popular when the producers 
on the farms are “cashing in” and enjoying 
good profits from their investments and 
labor. The new spurt in agricultural vol 
lege registration in California comes at a 
time when the State's agriculture is look- 
ing up in a most encouraging way and if 
agricultural conditions continue to improve, 
as there is every reason tv believe they will, 
it is altogether likely that the enrollment

Lettuce, onions, carrots, turnips and other 
vegetables returned good money to the 
farmers, and onions and bunch vegetabjes 
will be planted on a larger scale than last 
year.

Mr. Paterson’s pian to extend his 
cope to include monkeys and other animals 
as well as the birds and gold fish which de 
has now, and to increase his housing capac 
ity until he can care for moré stock than 
he now carries. 

There is an attractive office, to which a 
curved driveway leads and in the rear are 
the wired pens in which the various beauti- 
ful birds are domiciled. From the one near- 
est the office, in which familiar canaries and 
finches are gayly flitting, to the last ones 
far in the rear where the shyest of wild 
ducks are hiding, there is interest and fas- 
cination, color symphonies, and an innumer- 
able variety of bird music and calls. The 
shelters are made of ordinary wire netting 
and the retiring places are shaded with our 
familiar palm leaves; but the visitor forgets 
California. It ie no trick at all here to leave 
this present bitat of ours and feel that 
we are suddenly in the wild jungles of In- 
dia or South Africa, Honduras or South 
America, or any other primitive byway 

which stands to us for the ends of the earth. 
Partly because he is so seldom seen and 
partly because of his flaming red yellow 
and blue feathers, the Giant Macaw of 
South Africa not only holds our attention 
while we are looking at him, but remains 
longest in our memories. He has a mate 
but at the time of our visit she was busy 
with home cares and did not appear. The 
two birds look so much alike, Mr. Paterson 
says, that the only way to tell them apart 
by sight is by rapping on the wires of the 
enclosure. Both birds resent this. The gentle- 
man flies to the bars and tries his best to 
annihilate the intruder. And if he had half 
a chance, he could do it, too, for he has 
formidable weapons in beak and talons and 
is of impressive size and weight. 

The brilliancy of these birds is stunning. 
The very brightest purest and unmistakable 
of primary colors are these. No half-tones; 
no pastel tints. Macaws can be tamed. They 
can be taught to talk, for they belong to the 
parrot family. But they are cruel and,have 
the power to do great damage until’ they 
have been trained. 

Another rare bird is the Manaqua Dove 
from Africa. It is a great contrast to the 
Macaw; very quiet and almost Quakerish: 
gray. with blue trimmings. There are many 
varieties of doves from far countries; fa- 
miliar with their cooing calls and reminis- 
cent of old doorway friends, but different, 
after all, especially in the combination of 
colors. Based usually on Shades of gray 
or brown or tan iridescent in more ways 
than we had thought possible, striped 
sometimes, like the Zebra Dove from India, 
or spotted, like the Triangular Dove, there 
is more variety in the coloring than we 
would think these seemingly neutral shades 
would permit. Old rose, Harding blue, and 
touches of black to set off these color 
harmonies seems to be the latest word in 
dove costume styles. There are plain white 
pigeons, like the birds of peace. And black 
and white ones. Some have plain heads, as 
sleek as if they had just been given the 
latest shingle bob; and some with the new 
est wrinkle in Faster bonnets, banded and 
plumed and each with that original touch 
which marks the handiwork of the master 
designer. 

If we tire of the cooing and the quiet col- 
ors, we have only to turn to the pheasants. 
Here magnificence and wonder spread be- 
fore us, especially in the tails. The Golden 
Pheasant, which Mr. Paterson says is “com- 
mon,” is a glory in yellows. The Reeves 
Pheasant has the most wonderful tail “in 
its season,” if one may so phrase it. 
spreads proudly six feet of tail when it is in 
its prime. Pheasant tails are long and slen- 
der and beautifully marked, and there are 
as many varieties of tails as there are of 
birds. Mr. Paterson's rarest pheasant is 
the Swenhoe, of India. 

Back in the breeding pens, far away from 
the madding crowd, Mr. Paterson led us and 
lifting the hinged top of a small box showed 
us the intimate interior of a pheasant nur- 
sery. A emall brown mother, in a beautiful 
iridescent glitter of every possible shade of 
that color, fussed at us as we admired her 
three babies. Three days old, they were 
about the size and somewhat resembled 
Brown Leghorn chicks. On closer inspection, 
however, we saw that the resemblance was 
more fancied than real. Never were Brown 
Leghorns marked in this way and never did 
they have heads like these. Downy soft and 
cuddly, these babies win the same admira- 

tion as is accorded to any similar bits of 
live fluff and the mother is just as clucking 
— of them as any old hen in the farm- 
yard. 

After all, chickens or humans, it is al- 
ways the babies that win the most attention. 
And this bird farm specializes in babies, in 
wholesale lots, by the hundreds at a time. 
On the morning of our visit Mr Paterson 
had just been filling a new incubator with 
250 duck eggs of many rare varieties and 
150 variegated pheasant eggs. The incubator 
is a clever bit of machinery which seems al- 
most human because it does automatically 
so many of the things which are so absolute- 
ly necessary for the successful hatching of 
eges. For instance, it automatically turns 
the eggs at the proper times and automati 
c uly controlls the moisture,and keeps it at 
tue proper degree regardless of the condi-

tion of the outside atmosphere. This bird 
farm machine is run by electricity. 


Bird farming is an interesting vocation, 
Mr. Paterson says. Climate and soil condi- 
tions are just right for it in Costa Mesa, he 
thinks, and he sees a future for it. The 
stock is bought from agents in different 
parts of the world, who are on the lookout 
for new and strange specimens. Young 
birds are shipped by Mr. Paterson to far- 
awey parts of the country, by express. Bird 
farming may be, and probably is, downright 
hard work, but it has a redeeming quality 
of romance, which saves it from being mo- 
notonous. 


Great Pigeon Show at 
the Ambassador 


A remarkable showing of pigeons was 
made at the Ambassador Poultry Show De- 
cember 8 to 18. While the wide variations 
in form, coloring and habits attracted the 
casual visitors, the commercial side was not 
ignored, and a particularily fine display of

FOR LIGHT SOILS 


The peach root is best adapted to light, 
well-drained, loamy soils, showing prefer- 
ence for those that are considered warm 
soils. Although this root can withstand 
fluctuations in soll moisture, it should not 
be used on soils that have any tendency to 
hold standing water. This root seems to 
make good growth in shallow soils, due to 
the fact that as a general rule it is a shal- 
low feeder. Certain orchards in Northern 
California are on peach root, the trees grow- 
ing in soils leas than three feet in depth.

other rootstocks generally used in Califor- 
nia, in that it is highly resistant to nema- 
todes. Under present conditions it seems 
that the apricot root will be of great value 
in solving the nematode problem in many 
of our.orchard sections. It may be neces 
sary to resort to double working where the 
peach is to be used as the commercial crop, 
in view of the difficulty encountered in get- 
ting the peach to grow directly on this root. 

For heavy, moist solls the Myrobolan 
plum ig still the outstanding stock used in 
California today. la this respect it differs 
from the peach, almond and apricot. A- 
though generally used on the heavier soils, 
it also adapts itself to light soils underlaid 
by heavy retentive subsoil. 


THE CHINESE PEACH 


A relatively new rootstock to California 
horticulture is the Chinese peach, common- 
ly called the Davidiana. This stock has 
the prime characteristic of being highly re- 
sistant to alkali. What the future of this 
stock will be cannot be said at this time, 
although it promises to find a place of great 
importance in our horticultural practice. 
At present observations seem to show that 
it will grow in soils where no other stone 
fruit reotstock will thrive. Peaches do very 
well on it, but how other stone fruits will 
behave has not been fully determined, al- 
though there are many orchards throughout 
the State which are on this root. It has 
the disadvantage of being highly susceptible 
to crown gall.

Junior colleges, whose work corresponds 
to lower division work of the State universt- 
ty, may in California, be organized within 
districts whose assessed valuation is not 
less than $19.000,000 and whose average 
daily high school attendance is not less than 
400. Junior college departments may be or- 
ganized in connection with the high school 
in a district whose assessed valuation is not 
less than $3,000,000; or any county may es 
tablish a junior college if the average daily 
attendance in its high schools is up to 400. 
From this it will be seen that the junior 
college district will be a smaller unit than 
the county (or will be identical with the 
county) and, by ite very nature, will be pos 
sessed of a personnel, and equipped with 
facilities, to respond to local needs.

This year’s 
showing of approximately 900 birds brought 
out an excellent display in all of the pope 
lar breeds, while many classes offered the 
keenest kind of competition. 

Rhode Island Reds and Plymouth Rocks 
showed in greatest numbers, with more than 
130 birds of each on exhibition. The Rhode 


Island Reds were all of the single comb va- + 


riety, while Plymouth Rocks were repre 
sented by four different varieties, with sev- 
enty-four Barred, thirty-seven White, six- 
teen Silver Penciled and six Paftridge vying 
for honors. The fine string of Barred Ply- 
mouth Rocks shown by Gill and Merwin, 
Glendale and Pasadena, presented some of 
the finest specimens of the show. Particu- 
larly was this true in some of the male birds 
that were exhibited in even better finish 
than at the recent Ambassador show. One 
of these specimens was among the contend- 
ers for the best bird in the show, which high 
honor finally went to a superb White Or- 
pington cockerel exhibited by Earl J. Hor- 
ner, La Verne. White Orpingtons to the 
number of twenty-two and Buffs number- 
ing forty-five made a fine showing of this 
popular breed.

The fruit is 
of the Marsh Seedless variety and of ex- 
tremely fine size and quality. Practically 
the entire crop from Mr. Clark's grove was 
sold this year for distribution in Christmas 
boxes. 

A box containing ffty-four grapefruit 
which came from the grove of Montgomery 
and Schultze is said to have averaged near- 
ly a pound and a quarter for each fruit. The 
firm has seventeen acres in grapefruit and 
oranges, with about 200 grapefruit trees in 
bearing. 

There are fifty-eight acres of matured, 
bearing grapefruit groves in this district, 
and 228 acres in young trees.

Beauty DeKol. This striking senior calf 
headed his class at Salt Lake City, Oakland 
and Stockton on the 1925 cireuit, in addi- 
tion to taking the junior championship at 
two of these livestock events. It is re 
ported that there were approximately 150 
Holsteins on exhibition at the Ogden show, 
and the remarkable winning made by the 
Billiwhack Stock Farm reflécts credit on 
the management of this fine Southern Call- 
fornia breeding establishment. 


Forty-eight herds and 1545 cows were 
tested in the Riverside County Cow Testing 
Association during December, 602 animals 
producing over 40 pounds of butter fat dur- 
ing the month. The average milk produc- 
tion was 834 pounds and the average butter- 
fat production 36.2 pounds. W. R. Elliott 
owned the highest pure-bred cow, with a pro- 
duction of 2334 pounds of milk and 67.7 
pounds of fat in December.

During the month of December 2475 cows 
from eighty-one herds were tested by the 
Imperial County Farm Bureau Cow Testing 
Association.

The highest-pro- 
ducing cow for the month made 81.6 pounds 
of fat, and is owned by H. d. Farnsworth, 
El Centro. Of the total number tested, there 
were 292 cows that produced forty pounds of 
fat or more each and twenty cows that pro- 
duced sixty pounds or more of fat each dur- 
ing the month. Thirty unprofitable cows 
were culled out and five purebred bulls pur- 
chased in December by members of the as- 
sociation. H. G. Farnsworth had the five 
highest producing cows for December with 
a total production of 341.8 pounds of fat or 
an average of 68.3 pounds of fat. The sec 
ond highest five, owned by Albert Von Fiue, 
Holtville, produced an average of 68.9 
pounds of butter fat.

been pen-fed for this particular demand. 

Some imagine that baby beef feeding is 
very difficult or that they ought to exper!- 
ment continually with various feed mix 
tures.

SAN DIEGO.—“Grape juice from a ffty- 
year-old vineyard” is the enticing announce 
ment thaf greets the traveler on the San 
Diego-Imperial Valley highway as he passes 

the quaint little 1 town of 


business in the unfermented juice of ~ 
grape ever smece prohibition forced him to 
discontinue a successful business in wine 
making at the scene of the same venerable 
planting. 

Mr. Flegal is one of the winery men who 
clung to grape growing when the “half of 
one per cent” law frightened so many into 
other lines. He has had no cause to regret 
his decision. Nor is he at all worried over 
the pros of a serious overproduction of 
grapes to excessive planting, such as 
is now causing vineyardists in some parts 
of California to lie awake nights. He puts 
out a good product, sells all he can produce 
and dispdses of most of it without any for- 
mality other than keeping up an attractive 
soadside advertising sign and waiting on 
customers at the spot. 


Mr. and Mrs. Flegal came to San Diego 
from Ohio in 1906. Both had been public 
@chool teachers and were without agricultur- 
al experience. Seven or eight years of of- 
Gce work in the city served to crystallize in 
Mr. Flegal's mind a plan he had long enter- 
tained of taking up some out-of-doors occu- 
pation. He saw his chance when he found he 
could buy the old thirty-acre vineyard and 
winery at Alpine, and twefve years ago the 
family moved up into the mountain commun- 


ity. 

The vineyard was purchased from the 
widow of Capt. G. A. P. Brabazon, an Eu- 
giishman who had come to San Diego coun- 
ty in an early day and who had planted out 
the grapes on the place some forty years 
before. Wine made there had been famous 
for a generation and the former Ohio school 
teacher started out his farming career with 

a full-fledged winery on his hands. This he 
pA ree to the last day before the new 
“Dry” dispensation and then, instead of get- 
ting in a panic over the change in condl- 
tions, he determined to see what could be 
done in the way of profitable production and 
marketing of the natural juice of the fine 
grapes yielded by the old vineyard. The 
experiment, he says, “worked like a charm.” 

At the beginning, Mr. Flegal admits, he 
was compelled to seek an outiet for the 
great amount of juice from his thirty acres 
and to deliver it at considerable distances. 
With the growth of travel on the highway, 


however, customers began to come in ever 
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Mr. Flegal has ten acres in orchard fruita, 
mostly peaches, with a sprinkling each of 
apples, pears, olives, nectarines and figs, to- 
gether with a few limes, grapefruit and lem- 
ons and some almond trees. Citrus the own- 
er seys is not supposed to beat all adapted 
to the district, but ou his place the few trees 
contrive to pull through and yield juicy 
fruita-most years in spite of winter freezes. 
The orchard stuft is all marketed on the 
ranch, ‘the vineyard pays best, however,

and Mr. Flegal is gradually taking out old 
trees and replanting with grapes. One hun- 
dred and twenty acre@ recently acquired 
nearby will be planted largely to vineyard. 

Both dark and white varieties of wine 
grapes are grown in the old vineyard, al 
though the former greatly predominate and 
yield the more popular juice. There is an 
acre of Tokays and Muscats that are regu- 
larly sold as table grapes. The tract has 
never received a drop of irrigation water. 
Mr. Flegal and a man who lives in a separ- 
ate house on the ranch do all the regular 
work of the place, there being no other help 
excepting at the time of picking. A small 
tractor provides power. 

When prohibition came Mr. Negal in- 
stalied special new equipment for making 
grape juice in his old wine cellar and it is 
to this ancient structure, redolent ef old 
days and old customs, that people come for 
the present product of the ranch. The rich, 
sweet juice is sold by the glass, bottle, jar, 
case and barrel

SANTA BARBARA.—<Agriculteral prod- 
ucts passed the ten million dollar mark in 
Santa Barbara county during 1925, accord 
ing to the first comprehensive crop réport 
fiasued by Horticultural Commissioner Ru- 
gene 8. Kellogg. The returns were $10,- 
854,956, from 756,228 acres of land. Field 
crops ranked first, bringing to the county 
5.779.462 in revenue from 131,536 acres. 
The animal industry was second, returning 
$2,248,025 from 610,500 acres, Orchard crops 
came third, with a value of $1,842,950 from

Of beef cattle 21,207 head were produced,

sheep, $28,500: 20,000 chickens, $20,000 
eges. $40,000; dairy products, 1,020,000 
pounds of butter fat, $583,600. 

In orchard crops, citrus fruit yielded $984,- 
150 from 1550 acres, while walnuts returned 
$585,800 from 5500 acres. 

The figures in the report reveal the fact 
that citrus fryit, largely lemons, based on 
acreage, headed the list in point of vadua- 
tion, averaging above $600 per acre. Flower 
seed was next, approximating $200 per acre. 
Next came onions, averaging above $180 per 
acre. with walnuts next, running above $150 
per acre. Trailing along were flax, $75 per 
acre; sugar beets, $70; mustard, $40 ant 
oats and wheat, approximately $25 per acre. 


Wins Success in Spite of 
Ups and Downs

SAN JACINTO.—George M. Owen, native 
of Tennessee, has had many and varied ex- 
periences since entering the dairy business 
thirteen years ago, but for me most part 
has stuck to the game through all its ups 
and downs. One year he failed to “stick to 
his knitting,” as he says, and the experience 
was a bitter one. 

With his wife and ten children, Mr. Owen 
landed in Imperial Valley in 1913, remaining 
there two years. From Imperial the family 
moved to Yuma, Arizona, where they lived 
for seven years. Entering the dairy bust 
ness on a small scale, Mr. Owen built up 
a herd of 250 cows. In 1920, the family was 
“sitting pretty,“ but stories of the wealth 
to be derived from cotton began to drift to 
Mr. Owen's ears. He says he “stepped out 
on the boat just as it was beginning to 
sink.” He invested everything in 400 acres 
of cotton, and, in the end he lost everything, 
his health included, being one of many 
caught in the cotton slump of that ill-fated 
year for cotton men. 

From the Yuma district the family moved 
to a place near San Jacinto, shipping thirty 
head of cattle as a beginning for another 
dairy ventyre. Mr. Owen states that he had 
$500 in money at the time, out of which he 
paid $300 advance rent and advanced $200 
in equipment for the barn. He borrowed 
money at the bank to feed his cows and to 
establish himself and family in their new 
surroundings. After being in the San Ja- 
cinto Valley for four years his herd gradual. 
ly increased until it now numbers 85 head 
of fine Holsteins. Mr. Owen's health has 
improved considerably following his break- 
down ofafew years ago and he is again ex- 
periencing a measure of contentment that 
comes with attaining success in his chosen 
line of work. 

Assisting with the milking are the four 
sons of Mr. and Mrs. Owen, precluding the 
necessity of hiring milkers for this work. 
Three men are kept for general ranch work. 
After living three years in one place, Mr. 
Owens discovered an opportunity to rent the 
up-to-date dairy plant belonging to Howard 
Warren, who was leaving te take over the 
management of the Dairy Feed and Sup- 
ply company business, with headquarters 
in Los Angeles. The Owen family has been 
established at this dairy for a year. The 
ranch comprises 190 acres and is situated at 
the end of San Jacinto avenue, near the 
hills. Three wells pumped by electricity 
furnish an abundance of water. Lately, the 
men have been busy filling two big silos 
with feed grown on the place and with some 
purchased from other ranchers. Mr. Owen 
grew twenty-acres of as fine corn as was 
produced in the valley last year. Prior to 
1925, Mr. Owen had bought his feed, but up-

The crop included 
754,487 boxes of navels, 183,063 boxes of 
Valencias and 48,384 boxes of other varie 
ties. The total of all citrus fruits harvest- 
ed in the district was 1,004,100 boxes, being 
increased by about 1000 boxes of lemons and 
18,000 boxes of grapefruit. Six hundred and 
thirty-five tons of peaches were produced in 
the orchards of the Crafton and Bryn Mawr 
districts during the year. There were 540 
tons of apricots, 200 boxes of apples, twenty 
tons of pears, twenty-two tons t grapes, 
eight tons of persimmons, five tons of 
plums and 1000 pounds of cherries as well. 

There were 2390 tons of alfalfa hay and 
1615 tons of grain hay harvested in Red- 
lands district; 1200 tons of sugar beets, 100 
tons of potatoes and five tons of tomatoes. 
The district also produced six tons of sweet 
potatoes, five tons of figa, six tons of olives, 
105 tons of beans and six tons of walnuts. 

Yucaipa produced 230,000 boxes of apples. 
1000 tons of peaches, 1646 tons of grain hay 
and 200 tons of alfalfa hay. There were 
150 tons of pears in Yucaipa, fifty tons of 
grapes, fifty tons of plums and about fifteen 
tons of cherries. ~ 


Cannery in 
Is Possibility 


CALIPATRIA.—R. K. Duff, representative 
of the California Packing Corporation of 
San Francisco, recently completed a survey 
of the Imperial Valley looking to the estab- 
lishment of a packing plant for fruits and 
vegetables, especially peas and asparagus. 
Mr. Duff says this district bas a larger ter- 
ritory for the growing of cannery products 
than Sacramento and some other localities 
where his company has canneries and that 
it is only a matter of inducing enough farm- 
ers to plant an acreage large enough to 
justify the establishment of a factory by his 
company here. He says he is of the opin- 
fon that farmers could make more money 
growing vegetables and fruits for canneries 
than such crops as cotton and the graina. 

With about 130,000 acres in old alfalfa and 
many thousands of acres of other lands suit 


able for vegetable growing, it should be an 


easy matter to get sufficient acreage to justi- 
fy the establishment of a cannery, local 
growers say. Each year large quantities of 
fruits and vegetables spoil that a cannery 
could utilize profitably. 

The California Packing Company has 105 
canneries in this State, said Mr. Duff. The 
largest, at Sacramento, has a capacity of 
250,000 cans per day. This plant employs 
over 700 persons when running at full ca- 
pacity and cost about §3,000,000. 


Honey, a Side Line or a 
Real Business? 
ny Menn savior 


From the dawn of history the bee has 
been a minister to man. For a long period 
honey was about the only sweet available, 
and for centuries was most highly appreciat- 
ed. Today the human race appears to have 
drifted away from the original sweet to 
others which are the products of man's in- 
senuity. in spite of the fact that honey 
is the purest and most healthful ot them 
all, it is used sparingly as compared with 
sugar in its various forms. 

Probably the reason is that the produc- 
tion of honey is considered a side line, 
while the manütacture- of other sweets is 
regarded as worthy of the maker's best et- 
forts. It is only within very recent years 
that the commercial honey producer has ap- 
peared, The side-liner has been wiped 
out in Southern California in many cases 
during the past three years. This was be- 
cause there are times when bees do not 
survive unless they are given an unusual 
amount of skilled attention, and this the 
side-liner does not give unless he thinks he 
can get a good crop. It is easy to neglect 
the thing that is not paying well. Bees 
cannot take care of themselves any | 
than can an orange orchard or a tomato 
patch. 

I have a friend who once had one swarm 
of bees. I wanted to buy them, but he would 
not sell. I told him he might as well be 
cause he would not get much honey if he 
got any. He became indignant and said 
he would show me. The first year he did 
not give the bees supers when they should 
have had them, and they swarmed. when he 
was not at home and he did not know it. 
One day he said he was going to take his 
honey off and I dropped around to see for 
myself. He was surprised when we opened 
the hives to find very little honey and very 
few bees. They had swarmed, the young 

queen had been lost and they were helpless. 
explained N all to him and gave him anoth- 


—

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apd the tollowitne *pring he dectared — he 
woule really get some honey. 


The next spring he telephoned to me in 
Great distress, asking me to come over as 
there was something the matter with his 
bees. I found them almost dead from 
American foul brood, and another swarm 
was robbing I explained this to him 
and he said: “T them away.” We nailed 
them up tightly, robbers and all, and suffo- 
cated them with gasoline for want of any- 
thing else. Again I sold him his honey. 
This man was unusually bright and very 
successful in business. But he failed as a 
beekeeper because he did not give the 
bees proper care, and in failing probably 
gave disease to some of his neighbors’ 
ewarms. This is the experience of most of 
the side-liners. 

On the other hand, the commercial honey 

ucer gives the bees his attention and 
consequence has a real business that for 
the dollars invested will return as much as 
any other line of agricultural production. 
Of course, there are lean years in honey 
production, but so there are in other lines. 
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Farm Crope Pay Better 
Than Cross Ties 


Nearly twenty years ago when the Santa 
Fe Railway bought the historic Gan Dieguite 


Rancho in San Diego county u had in mind building 


idea-—the production of timber for 

ties. A large part of the 9000-acre 
tract was set to eucalypti, but long before 
even these fast-growing trees were large 
enough for the purpose intended other more 
suitable materials had been found. 

W. E. Hodges, at that time vice-president 
of the railroad, wanted to develop the tract 
agriculturally, for he was convinced that its 
location and soil were well fitted for «a 
worth-while production and that it could 
furnish homes for many people. A general 
survey was made and the waters of San 
Dieguito River were impounded in the Lake 
Hodges basin. Behind a great dam of rein- 
forced concrete rising 157 feet above bed- 
rock level 37,700 acre feet of precious water 
are available to make crop production pos- 
sible not only over the entire ranch but on 
much adjacent land as well.

When frost or drought makes oranges un- 
profitable for a season owners care for 
them just the same. 

In Southern California we are always sure 
of an orange honey crop if we are awake to 
our opportunities. When the sage yields 
we have a bumper crop, and there are few 
industries which are sure of a fair crop 
every year with a chance at a big one all 
the time. The beekeeper should care for 
his bees particularly well during the poor 
years, for then they need help the most. The 
trouble with the industry is in a_i large 
measure a failure on the part of those with 
a few bees to look after them, and the con- 
sequent spread of disease. It is difficult 
enough for the real beekeeper to maintain 
his own bees clean. 


Beekeeping has many attractive features 
The bee man is independent. He works out- 
doors in spring and summer. In winter his 
work is inside. If he wishes to quit early 
or take a day off he can. He does not have 
to feed them on a rigid schedule nor hous 
them at a certain time morning and eve- 
ning. The crop does not spoil readily and 
it can be marketed at leisure. Some fear 
the stings. If the bee man knows his busi- 
ness and has the right kind of bees, he is 
stung but seldom. 

The bee man should grow into the bust- 
ness. Many mistakes are made by a too 
great haste to handle many colonies. But 
after the start they pay their way. 


Returns Satisfactory to 
W alnut Growers 


SANTA ANA.—Walnut growers of the 
Garden Grove district are much pleased over 
the receipt of the final payment for their 
1925 walnut crop. The Garden Grove wal 
nut house comm processing September 
25 and final returns were made December 
15, all the nuts being handled in the first 
pool. During this time walnuts worth 
$203,000 were handled, exclusive of culls. 
The cull cracking plant is still in operation 
but probably will finish this month. The 
house and cracking plant are furnishing em- 
ployment for more than forty persons for a 
period of ninety days. 

The output this year amounted to 515 
tons, an increase of 71 per cent over that 
of last year. The crop this year was one 
of the largest ever handled in Garden Grove. 
The central association's last pool was 17 
012,000 pounds, as against 33,584,000 pounds 
in the first pool of 1924. Sales to date 
have totaled $10,892,220.
